German Embassy 
At Washington 
Slightly Upset

The telegram cabled to a cer- 
tain Adolf Hitler last Tuesday 
evening inviting him very 
cordially to attend the Sports 
Rally and Military Tattoo held 
last night at the Stadium caused 
somewhat of a sensation among 
members of the C.U.P, and Can- 
adian Press—to say nothing of 
upsetting the German: Embassy 
in Washington. 

The message printed in Wed- 
nesday’s “Daily” was actually 
sent to “der Fuehrer” through 
the German Embassy in Wash- 
ington to tell him in no uncer- 
tain terms that we would be 
delighted to have him with us 
to complete the ceremony of 
burning his effigy. Provision, it 
was stated, would be made to 
provide this honoured guest 
with an adequate escort of 
about 2,000 troops. 

Most college papers across 
Canada carried articles com- 
menting on this episode while 
even news broadcasts, and 
leading newspapers, such as the 
“Star” and “Gazette,” mentlon:

Political Comment 





Still Half Measures. 


In recent weeks, our capital has been buz- 


zing with economic activity. It began with 


[the curb on instalment buying and has sup- 


posedly culminated with the Prime Minister's 
announcement of the freezing of prices, wages 
and rents, The avowed purpose of this plan 
is to prevent inflation and restrict consumption, 

The details of the scheme have not been 
announced as yet and it is too early to pass 
full judgment on It. However a few general 
comments would not be out of order. 

What the plan really amounts to is the 
freezing of present economic conditions and 
their maintenance for the duration of the war. 
Instead of our normal dynamic economic socl- 
ety, we are to establish a static one, The ques- 
tion is whether the present economic set-up 
is really satisfactory. 

Labour has been given its ceiling, but the 
same has not been done for industry. In spite 


of the Excess Profits Tax, industry still con- | 


tinues to reap very handsome profits, There 
fs much room for a good deal more sacrifice 
on the part of the entrepreneurs. A definite 
ceiling on profits (five or six per cent) similar 
to the one suggested by Morgenthau, U.S. Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, would be a step in the 
right direction, 


Against the adoption of such a restriction 
on profits, many people would bring forward 
the ancient argument (Aristotle used it) that 
it would remove the incentive to production. 
That would suit us fine. If it would lead to 
a cutting down in the production of non-essen- 
tials, it would be doubly welcome, If it caused 
producers in war industries to slacken produc- 
tion, they would have to be dealt with as 
traitors. 


© During the past two days, the Jocal press 
has published statements made by over twenty 
leading industrialists concerning the price-con- 
tro] measure, It has sald little or nothing about 
the reactions of labour leaders to the pegging 
of wages. It may be that the local newspaper 
moguls are not very interested In what our 
three million workers think; or is it that labour 
is unalterably opposed to wage freezing? 
latter is more likely, and I venture to say that 
the fixing of wages will cause unfavourable 
repercussions in labour circles throughout the 
Dominion, 


The Canadian press and the local press in 
particular is weeping bitter tears over the 
possibility that many firms (producing non- 
essentials) will be forced out of business since 
they ‘cannot afford to pay the cost of living 
bonus. If this occurs to any large extent 
(which is very doubtful) it will go a long way 
towards helping to alleviate the rapidly grow- 


ing labour shortage and thereby increase war | 


production. 


First, it would make the workers in’ these 
firms available to the war industries. In ad- 
dition, the owners and managers of these firms 
would not hesitate to place their valuable ad- 
ministrative experience at the disposal of the 
war industries. Thus if the payment of the 
cost-of-living bonus has the above conse- 
quences, it will prove very beneficial to our 
war effort. Naturally this takes prominence 
over everything else in the minds of our news- 
paper editors, so we shall dismiss their com- 
ment as an intellectual slip-up. 


Mr. King's past and present governments 
have certainly not:been famous for thelr dras- 
tic domestic legislation. In fact the Prime 
Minister has been a notorious fence-sitter, Most 
of his more progressive policles have been car- 
ried out with painful caution the unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme—to cite but one ex- 
ample, 

One cannot help but suspect that the Prime 
Minister, when about to make’ any important 
decision (even during the present struggle), 
gives altogether too much thought to how it 


will affect his chances of winning the next 
election. 


Although the price-control measure is un- 
doubtedly the most drastic piece of economic 
legislation that has emerged from Ottawa since 
the start of the war, it still does not go far 
enough towards fulfilling its purposes. The 
plan does nothing to restrict the consumption 
of non-essential goods and is only a step to- 
wards sdmething else, 


To use Mr, King's own words: “The control 
of prices by itself will,not ensure the cutting 
of consumption and it will only indirectly 
affect the direction of private spending. Other 
measures are required to safe-guard adequate 
supplies of commodities needed by the Govern- 
ment for war purposes.” Why not invoke these 
“other measures” now? 

Mr, King really made a tacit admission that 
price control was only a half measure when he 
sald that “steps, may have to be taken to sce 


that the necessities of life are fairly distri- | 


buted.” 


It took the Prime Minister six months to 
discover that thirty days was not enough to 
make a soldier out of an office-clerk, It may 
take him longer to realize that rationing is the 
most equitable and efficient method of restrict- 
ing the production of civilian goods, 

I will stick my neck out far enough to pre- 


dict that by next spring the frozen prices will |.

It is well known that French musie critics, 
in reviewing the symphony after its first per- 
formance condemned the work utterly and 
dismissed Franck as an insane radical. They 
could not comprehend a symphony with only 
three movements; They could not excuse his 
writing the last movement in D major when 
the work was nominally in D minor; and giving 
important parts to such instruments as the bass 
tuba, harp and English horn was completely 
beyond them. But apart:from these technical 
considerations, Franck invited their condemna- 
tion by his unusual harmonic and contrapun- 
tal treatment of the themes that comprise the 
work, 


Today, of course, these prejudices have dis- 
appeared, but the work still retains a touch of 
modernity in the mystic harmony of the first 
and third movements, and the glant canon that 
ends the first movement, These touches were 
wonderfully highlighted in M. Defauw's read- 
ing of the score, 


The second number on the program was 
Johannes Brahms’ Concerto for violin and 
orchestra, in which Josef Sziget! was soloist. 
Szigeti, one of ‘the foremost violinists of our 
time, played the concerto in an absolutely 
masterful fashion, and made an Impression here 
that will not soon be forgotten. 


This number jis one of those rather rare 
concerti which combine difficulty of execution 
with singular beauty of expression, Szigeti, 
mastering the difficult passages with an case 
that made the violinists in the orchestra gape, 
brought out to the full the beauty of the work. 

The third number on the program was Mau- 
rice Ravel's “Dalphnis et Chloe,” second suite. 
This work, typical of modern French impres- 
sionism, was attacked with relish by the orches- 
tra after its subdued accompaniment to the 
concerto, and a very satisfying performance 
was given, 


Under M. Defauw's leadership, the orches- 
tra has improved considerably, particularly in 
precision of attack and clarity of intonation. 
Last night the orchestra performed in a man- 
ner that would have done credit to any sym- 
phony orchestra. There were only one or two 
places where the musicians were not entirely 
at ease, and they more than made up for these 
by their wonderful handling of the planissimi 
in the second movement of the Brahm's con- 
certo, 


If the tenor of this year's concerto may be 
appraised from the success of that of Tuesday 
evening, music-lovers in Montreal may surely 
expect an unprecedented season, —W, M.

INTERCOLLEGIATE RADIO 

CHAIN MAPS FM 

TRANSMISSION PLANS 
Crimson Radio Use Chain 
To Trade Recorded Shows 

In company with 28 other infant 
radio stations which have mush- 
roomed into existence at all the 
major colleges during the past two 
years, the Crimson Network has 
joined an Intercollegiate Broadcast- 
ing System _which at present links 
college stations together by collect- 
ing and dispensing recorded pro- 
grams and national advertising, and 
for the future envisions Frequency 
Modulation transmission of its pro- 
grams to network members, 

The Crimson Radio will begin 
contributions to the IBS this fall 
by recording Dramatic Club pres- 
entatlons, musical shows by the 
Harvard Association of Songwrit- 
ers, and other “live” programs, and 
in return contributions from sis- 
ter and brother stations, including 
Wellesley, Vassar, Yale, Brown, and 
Columbia, will be put on the air at 
Harvard, 


Although the University has not 
as yet allowed the Network to 
carry advertising, ten IBS stations 
will broadcast a series of swing 
sessions sponsored by a tobacco 
company during the next 15 weeks. 
If and when the ban is ‘lifted at 
Harvard, the station will carry na- 
tional advertisers who have sign- 
ed IBS contracts. 


The plan for FM transmission for 
the intercollegiate chain is matur- 
ing rapidly. The Federal Commun- 
ications Commission, main stumbl- 
ing block in the road of aspiring 
networks, has given its approval 
and the chicf obstacle remaining 
is the difficulty of obtaining radio 


equipment whose production has|: 


been drastically curtailed by De-

CFCF, an independent station, and 
CBM, a government station.

CHIMNEY-PIECE IN 
CARPENTER ONCE 
SOUGHT BY HEARST 


The recent film, “Citizen Kane," 
a parallel to the life of famed pub- 
lisher William Randolph Hearst, 
has a strange significance here at 
Dartmouth College. 

The Renaissance chimney-plece 
located in the Art Library of Car- 
penter Hall was one of the world’s 


few prized objects which publisher | 


Hearst was unable to obtain. 
Both Hearst and Mr. 
Jackson, a private collector, heard 
that this famed mantle was in Paris. 
Arriving but a few scant minutes 
ahead of the publisher's agent, col- 
lector Jackson purchased the hand- 
carved masterpiece, and later gave 
it to Dartmouth College to be 
stored away until such time when 

it became usable. 
Taken From Chateau 

Of curious history is the Italian 
Renaissance chimney-plece, It was 
taken from the Chateau of Chenon- 
ceau, and six people were intermit- 
tently owners of it. The mantle 
originally came Into the possession 
of Francis the First in 1535, It was 
removed from the Chateau when it 
became necessary to alter a certain 
room, Stored away in an out-build- 
ing, it eventually came to rest in 
a collector’s home. 

With the presentation of the 
mantle-piece by Mr. Jackson in 
1929, a letter was sent with it, ad- 
dressed to Prof. Artemus Packard, 
Art instructor here at Dartmouth. 
It has been framed and placed on 
the Art Library desk, 
—Dartmouth.
